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HEAD bowed and hands clasped 
in white gloves, Prince William 
leads the Queen's eight grand- 
children as they stand in silent 
and solemn vigil last night. 

The moving tribute saw William, 
40, and brother Harry march in 
slow tandem into Westminster Hall 
in Blues and Royals Nol uniforms. 

Their cousins, in black, followed 
as members of the public who had 
queued for hours watched on. 

King Charles asked the eight to 
come together for the unique event 
— mirroring the vigil he and his 
siblings conducted the night before. 

At 6pm yesterday, the duty officer 
struck the floor three times to 
signal the arrival of the royals. With 
impeccable timing, they stepped 
forward, as one, to take their posi- 
tions. William's blue garter sash 
denoted his rank in the family. 

Harry, 38 last Thursday, stood 
ramrod straight — his eyes shielded 
by the peak of his cap. 

He was given dispensation by the 
King to wear his uniform as a “mark 
of respect for the Queen’. 

Harry served in Afghanistan but 
gave up his titles when he stepped 
aside from royal life. 

At the 15-minute tribute were 
Prince Andrew's daughters Prin- 
cesses Beatrice, 34, and Eugenie, 32; 
Princess Anne's children Zara 


Tindall, 41, and Peter Phillips, 44; 
and Lady Louise Windsor, 18, and 
James, Viscount Severn, 14 - Prince 
Edward's children.

The Queen and Camilla once endured 
a tense relationship. 

Her Majesty refused to discuss her 
existence with Charles during his period 
of infidelity. 

But Camilla won plaudits through her 
campaigning work for good causes. 

A royal source said: “Camilla has gone 
through an incredible transformation. 
It's not been without its dark days. 

“She has worked hard and got to a 
place where she feels comfortable in her 
own skin and able to show her person- 
ality, which has been a big journey: 

Over the years, Her Majesty grew fond 
of Camilla and announced in February 
that it was her “sincere wish” that she 
become Queen Consort. 

Charles and Camilla met at a polo 
match in Windsor Great Park in 1972. 

But their blossoming romance was 
scuppered when Charles was sent away 
with the Navy for eight months. Camilla 
wed Army officer Andrew Parker Bowles 
and, in 1981, Charles married Diana. 

When the royal union faltered, the 
prince rekindled his romance with 
Camilla - famously referred to by Di as 
the “third person” in the marriage. 

After Diana's 1997 death, Camilla faced 
abacklash and she and Charles were not 
seen together in public until 1999. 

They went on to turn the tide of public 
opinion and wed in 2005. Since then, 
Camilla has been warmly accepted into 
the Royal Family and has been a huge 
support to Charles.

t has been a long goodbye, but at 7.30pm 

tomorrow we say a final farewell to the 

only monarch most of us have ever known. 

And as the curtain drops on the Elizabethan 
Age, we must brace ourselves for the one 
about to begin. 

King Charles promises to be a worthy 
successor to his mother, though he must worry 
over his ability to bond with the nation in quite 
the way she did. 

Ever since the Queen's death was announced 
10 days ago, the outside world barely got a 
look-in as we wrapped ourselves in our grief 
and counted the cost of what we have lost. 

But the Queen would have been the first to 
say we should not dwell on the past, and this 
most progressive of monarchs would want us 
to now turn our faces to the future. 

The King has made a solemn pledge not to 
meddle in politics, but independence move- 
ments bubbling up at home and abroad are 
issues he cannot ignore. He reigns over a UK 
in danger of fracturing, and presides over a 
Commonwealth in which some members may 
not want him as Head of State. 


CHOICE 


This newspaper believes in self-determina- 
tion. It is up to individual countries and their 
peoples to make that choice in a democratic 
way, and we trust the King will respect that. 

Once the official period of mourning is 
over tomorrow we must turn to issues no 
less pressing while our attention has been 
elsewhere. 

There are hopeful signs that the war in 
Ukraine is entering its endgame. But as 
President Zelensky told British MPs, the next 
90 days are critical. 

We must give him the support he needs - 
moral, military and economic - to win back 
his country and rebuild it. 

Liz Truss can make Britain's unwavering 
commitment clear at the UN this week where 
Russia will be listening. And on her return from 
New York, she must knuckle down and sort out 
the cost-of-living crisis. 

Her opportunity is the emergency budget on 
Friday, which must go further than tax cuts for 
the wealthy and more bunce for bankers. 

Her plan for lower-income families to transfer 
personal tax allowances between partners 
would give them a much-needed £2,500 boost 
and should be introduced sooner not later. 

King Charles says he worries how struggling 
families will cope this winter. That is not 
political interference but an observation of the 
obvious. Ms Truss should be concerned too. 

The Queen did not just set an example to 
her son, but to the 14 prime ministers who 
passed through her reign. 

She died before she could give the benefit of 
her wisdom to her 15th, Ms Truss. 

As our nation turns anew chapter in her long 
history, we look forward to a kinder, more 
caring Britain. And it is now Ms Trusss mission 
to deliver it.

THE Queen's jubilees and endless 
walkabouts brought people together.

As the front of it snaked into 
Westminster Hall yesterday, the back 
was a 16-hour wait away at Southwark 
Park in South East London.

WORLD leaders last night 
began descending on London 
ahead of Queen Elizabeth's 
funeral - amid Britain's biggest 
ever security operation. 

US president Joe Biden and 
Japan's Emperor Naruhito and 
Empress Masako were among the 
first of more than 100 royals, heads 
of state and diplomats attending. 

Mr Biden landed in the UK on 
Air Force One with First Lady Jill 
late yesterday evening. 

Plans to meet new PM Liz Truss 
at Downing Street today were 
put off until a UN session on 
Wednesday. But No 10 
will host Canada’s Justin 44 
Trudeau, Irish leader 
Micheal Martin and 
Poland's Andrzej Duda. 

Yesterday Ms Truss 
met New Zealand PM 
Jacinda Ardern and her 
Australian counterpart 
Anthony Albanese 
at the Government's 
Chevening residence. 

With two million 
mourners expected, the 
funeral is an epic security challenge 
far surpassing the 2012 Olympics 
and June’ Platinum Jubilee. 

As well as the 10,000 uniformed 
officers on duty, snipers will be 
stationed on rooftops and drones 
will provide security chiefs with 
constant visual updates. 

Every lamppost on the route has 
been examined and sealed and 
people known to have potentially 
dangerous royal obsessions are 
being monitored by a special team.

Unsung heroes

UNSUNG heroes from all walks of life will 
rub shoulders with the great and the good 
at Westminster Abbey tomorrow. 

Nearly 200 volunteers, charity 
workers and pillars of local communities 
will join the presidents and heads of state 
for the Queen's funeral. 

We spoke to some of the not-so-ordinary 
folk who will be there. 

Dr Erin Thompson never expected an 
invite - but she never thought she would 
be running a bereavement charity either. 

It all began in 2008 when the clinical 
psychologist’s father Kevin died of spine 
cancer aged 55. She realised that those 
who have lost loved ones needed people 
to talk to, so she started self-help groups, 
which expanded into the Loss Foundation. 

She was awarded an MBE in this year's 
Queen's birthday honours. 

Erin said: “What we do is create spaces 
where people who have gone through 
something similar can come together.” 

The 36-year-old, from London, who is 
married to plumber James, 43, and has a

Lynn McManus, 61, from North Shields, 
received her invitation after being 
honoured for building a special play 
centre for disabled children. 

She said: “It's a once-in-a-lifetime thing 
to be able to experience it and | think it'll 
be emotional and surreal.” 

Meanwhile, Virginia Williams-Ellis, 64, 
from north Gloucestershire, was invited 
after setting up Read Easy UK, which 
helps adults to learn to read. 

She said: “I couldn't believe it when | got 
the call - | was truly amazed and lost for 
words. It's a really remarkable honour.” 

And Emma Lewis MBE, 42, who set up 
a charity to help disadvantaged young 
people in the care system, said she was 
sitting in her husband's van in a Morrisons 
car park when she got the phone call. 

She said: “It just felt very surreal. | feel 
overwhelmed and grateful to be asked.” 

Emma was inspired to set up her charity, 
the Roots Foundation Wales, because she 
grew up in care and often wished she had 
received more support as she moved into 
adult life. She added: “| want the children | 
work with to see that if a thing like this can 
happen to me it can happen to them.”

THE grandchildren standing vigil 
at the late Queen's coffin - the 
heir to the throne at one end, his 
brother at the other - is the 
strongest image of this last week. 

For me, it had the same resonance 
as the note Harry put on Diana’ coffin 
that said “Mummy”. 

It had everybody gulping. 

This vigil of the grandsons is 
unprecedented and allowing Harry to 
wear his uniform was significant. 

It is quite clear that the Royal 
Household realised they had mucked 
up by not allowing it initially, given 
that he has seen active service. 

It was absurd, unfair and tone-deaf. 
I think he got caught in the crossfire 
of rules created to get around the 
issue of Andrew. The Queen and 
Prince Philip were very proud of 
Harry’s service, and that he had found 
something that meshed with his 
talents. Ifit had been up to him, Harry 
would have served his full term. 


HUMILIATION 


When I watched them walk past the 
Cenotaph on Wednesday and Harry 
and Andrew were unable to salute, it 
was a real humiliation. 

But Harry has not made a big fuss 
about it — he is doing what his grand- 
mother wanted. I suspect the idea for 
both brothers to wear uniform for the 
vigil is an olive branch from Charles. 

It seems clear to me that they are 
trying to embrace Harry again - or at 
least show him that he is valued. 

It is also an attempt to keep the 
focus on the funeral, not the relation- 
ship between the two princes. 

Every big royal occasion has a big 
story diverting attention. 

For the Queen's Coronation, this 
was the relationship between her 
sister, Princess Margaret, and Peter 
Townsend. 

But while the treatment of the heir 
and their younger sibling can be 
imbalanced, there is no doubt the 
Queen loved the boys equally.

There is no doubt though that she 
treated William differently, given his 
position.

When I 
first started on my biography of the 
Queen, I went to Edinburgh and spoke 
to some of the committee members of 
Operation Unicorn, the procedure for 
if she passed away in Scotland. 

For a woman who was outshone as 
an actress by her sister, this would be 
— and was — a very dramatic farewell 
that will have a long-lasting impact. 

It was the perfect ending to her 
glorious reign, from the stately drive 
through the Scottish countryside and 
the procession up the Royal Mile in 
Edinburgh, to Princess Anne accom- 
panying the coffin to London.

This is exactly what this is all about.

well received. But also, in a medieval 
way, this long process is to prove that 
she is no longer with us. 

There is no possible latitude to say, 
“Oh, she’s gone off to South America’. 


Life is very different to when her 
father George VI died in 1952. TV 
brings every second of the process 
into our homes - but we're also more 
sceptical and more questioning. 

Back then, three in four people 
believed the monarch was directly 
descended from God. Few would say 
that today. 

Men around the country marked his 
passing by wearing black suits, with 
black ties and black arm bands. 

While we see the newsreaders on 
TV in mourning clothes, we don't see 
them being worn on the streets or 
even in the crowds that line The Mall. 

The emotion is there though - I 
could feel it in central London this 
week. I was lucky enough to be within 
five feet of King Charles and Princes 
William and Harry as they passed by. 

I thought William looked very 
stoic and Harry quite downcast. As

they were young and it was 
very unfiltered and raw. 

This time they would have 
known their grandmother was 
not in the best of health, and antic- 
ipated her loss.

I think she knew she didn't have 
long to go and showed great courage 
to do what she could - meeting 
people, attending engagements and 
always smiling.

TRANSITION Charles leads his family 


How pageantry 
helps to soothe 
the nation’s grief

THE images of this past week will be 
seared in our national psyche. 

Rich in colour, solemn in tone, 
suffused with emotion: the first 
glimpse of our late Queen's coffin, 
the tears of her children and 
grandchildren, the bowed heads of 
the soldiers, the warmth of the cheers 
for the new King. 

We are living through a period of 
history in which a familiar era has 
suddenly ended. And yet the transition 
to the new one is ordered and smooth. 

Rituals can be a source of solace in 
times of grief. And that is perhaps part 
of the reason why hundreds of 
thousands of people have endured 
hours of waiting to witness the 
pageantry and processions that have 
marked the death of Queen Elizabeth. 

From the stately progress of the 
hearse bearing her coffin from 
Balmoral to Edinburgh, to the full 
pageantry of the gun carriage 
procession from Buckingham Palace 
to Westminster Hall, each moment was 
meticulously planned. The blueprint 
for the formalities following the 
Queen's death, code-named London 
Bridge, has been in place for decades. 

The State Funeral tomorrow will 
form a thread of history directly back 
to the funerals of the monarchs who 
preceded our Queen. 

It is how we signpost the closing of 
a chapter in our national life. Apart 
from our Kings and Queens, only 
Winston Churchill has been honoured 
in this way. 

The Royal Family is just that: a 
family, with all the tensions and 
fractures of so many families. But this 
week we have seen them united in 
grief. We have required them to be 
stoic and strong, and to lead us in 
mourning their matriarch. 

Each step of the Queen's final 
journey has been punctuated by 
prayer and religious ceremony. 

When she is finally laid to rest 
tomorrow, with powerful pomp and 
ceremony, the service will be one that 
she would have helped plan and one 
which will signal for us all the finality of 
the end of an extraordinary reign.

IT WAS 26 words, typed, under the 
royal letterhead, in a dark foolscap 
frame, tied with black twine to the 
gates of Holyroodhouse and 
Buckingham Palace. 

And it changed the world. 

“The Queen died peacefully at Balmoral 
this afternoon. 

“The King and The Queen Consort will 
remain at Balmoral this evening and will 
return to London tomorrow: 

Official confirmation of the death of Her 
Majesty, and the first stirring of the giant 
machine designed exactly for this moment. 

Amachine to keep the country running, 
to handle the huge outpouring of public 
grief at the death of the Queen, and to 
ensure the next few days passed smoothly. 

It was September 8, 6.30pm and in that 
instant the Elizabethan era ended and the 
reign of King Charles III began. 

Union flags at Buckingham Palace and 
Downing Street were lowered, the Royal 
Banner of Scotland at Holyroodhouse and 
the Welsh flag at Cardiff Castle hung at 
half-mast. 


CHERISHED 


The BBC announced the death, in 
solemn tones. 

At 7.04pm, the new King issued his first 
statement. The words of a son plunged 
into grief, of course, but framed by his 
sense of duty - and with the weight of the 
country and the eyes of the world on him. 

“The death of my beloved mother, Her 
Majesty the Queen, is a moment of the 
greatest sadness for me and all members 
of my family. We mourn profoundly the 
passing of a cherished sovereign and a 
much-loved mother” 

Global tributes quickly poured in 


President Joe Biden. “She defined an era” 

Emmanuel Macron, President of France, 
wrote: 
France, a kind-hearted queen who has 
left a lasting impression on her country 
and her century. 

In war-torn Ukraine, Volodymyr 
Zelensky said: “On behalf of the people, we 
extend sincere condolences to the Royal 
Family, the entire United Kingdom and the 
Commonwealth over this irreparable loss. 
Our thoughts and prayers are with you” 

The following morning, the machine 
was already in gear. King Charles and 
Camilla, Queen Consort, flew back from 
Balmoral to greet thousands of mourners 
at the gates of Buckingham Palace. 

King Charles met the new PM, Liz Truss, 
then - at 6pm - made a TV broadcast. A 
raw and mourning son, but a King who 
knew what the nation demanded. His

That evening, a prayer service was held 
at St Paul's. And for the first time since 
1952, the ancient building rang with cries 
of “God Save The King”. 

On Saturday, Charles III was officially 
proclaimed King. “I shall strive to follow 
the inspiring example I have been set; he 
said, “in upholding constitutional govern- 
ment and to seek the peace, harmony and 
prosperity of the peoples of these Islands 
and of the Commonwealth Realms and 
Territories throughout the world” As 


21-gun salutes were fired across the 
country, rumours grew that Prince 
William and Kate would meet crowds 
at Windsor Castle. And when the time 
came, stunned onlookers saw they were 
joined by Harry and Meghan. 

“Extended negotiations” behind the 
scenes led to a brief reconciliation as the 
brothers united in grief. 

Visibly emotional, the four viewed a 
sea of flowers, then met the crowd, 
shaking hands and hugging well-wishers 
for 40 minutes. 

Sunday saw the Queen's coffin leave 
Balmoral, draped in the Royal Standard

Here's another film that may sound a little familiar. Over 
six years after we lost David Bowie, we have yet another 
rockumentary about the pop icon. 

But Brett Morgen (director of the great 2015 Kurt 
Cobain film) has something his predecessors craved - 
unfettered access to Bowie's extensive back catalogue. 

This engrossing and wildly inventive film smashes the 
template of the music documentary from the beginning 
by opening with a lesser-known song from the later 
period of his career - Hallo Spaceboy, a great track from 
1995 album Outside. 

The next 140 minutes are a full-on assault on the 
senses as Morgen weaves candid home movies with 
little-seen concert performances and clips taken from 
films, some that Bowie acted in and others that 
influenced his career. 

Other documentaries have made much of the various 
reinventions that marked his career, but Morgen’s 
loosely chronological musical collage serves to give us a 
sense of continuity. 

As Mavis Nicholson points out in a perceptive 
interview, Bowie used himself as a painter uses a canvas. 
And, to Morgen, Ziggy Stardust and The Thin White Duke 
are two sides of the same coin. 

While we hear plenty from Bowie, his voice culled from 
various interviews, we don't have the usual chats with 
friends or family members. This is a film that 
concentrates more on the art than the personal life of 
the artist. 

Slick editing links live footage of the major tours, 
taking us from early 70s Ziggy Stardust performances, 
to 1974's Diamond Dogs tour, to thrilling live takes of 
later hits such as Heroes and Let's Dance. 

Morgen also focuses on Bowie's devoted fans and 
explores the cultural importance of his gender-fluid 
image. “You don't have to be bent to wear make-up,” 
says one gruff-sounding young devotee. In the early 
1970s, this sounded dangerously progressive. 

Not all of Bowie's greatest hits make the cut but 
Morgen finds room for a long sequence cut to DJ, a 
thumping dance track from 1979. 

It sounds like it was recorded last week.

For much of the time, Mersea just seems 
like part of the mainland, but this is 
officially the UK’s most easterly 
inhabited island, and its 7,000 
“jslanders” are proud of their status. 

Certainly the main village has a 
peaceful, communal atmosphere, with 
great views out across the saltmarshes 
to the Blackwater Estuary, and a skirt of 
houseboats reached along rackety 
boardwalks. This was once a fishing 
community, and many of its visitors 
come here for its celebrated Oyster Bar, 
a plain and simple cafe and takeaway 
where all kinds of seafood is served for a 
very reasonable price.

A flash of dazzling white is the most you can 
expect from seeing a northern wheatear on 
the wing. 

Such encounters invariably end with the 
bird vanishing across a fallow field or over a 
grassy hillside, its striking tail markings 
seared into the mind's eye. 

These glaring features give rise to the 
wheatear’s ancient and rather earthy name 
- one which has no association with growing 
cereal crops. 

Early Anglo-Saxon settlers dubbed the 
birds ‘white arses’, combining the Old 
English words for white (whit) and backside 
(aers) as a nod to the pristine rump they 
flare to distract predators when taking flight. 

September is the optimum time to find 
wheatears in open country or on coastal 
headlands as British-bred birds and 
wanderers from as far as Greenland and 
Canada head towards 
wintering grounds in 
Africa. Some birds 
cover more than 7,000

taste’ was often a death 
sentence in previous 
times, when wheatear 
flesh was hailed as the “most delicious taste 
for a creature of one mouthful", according 
to the 17th century writer Daniel Defoe. 

Trapping wheatears for fancy hotels and 
eateries became a lucrative trade and 
thousands of birds were slaughtered and 
sold for a few pence each. 

Fortunately, the practice is illegal today 
but the plight of the wheatear continues. 
The decrease in rabbit numbers has had the 
knock-on effect of reducing the burrow-rich, 
grassy swards where the birds once bred 
across large parts of the country. 

Hence, most birder encounters are with 
individuals too driven by the migratory 
imperative to stop and pose. Unless you are 
very lucky.

= How to weather 


the energy crisis 


Know what Government help is available this winter 


With energy prices 
spiralling out of control and 
changes in Government, 
it’s hard to keep track of 
what is going on. 


Two Chancellors ago, in late May, the 
Government announced measures to 
protect retail consumers from the 
October 2022 Ofgem price cap. 

At the time, the cap for the six 
months from October 2022 was esti- 
mated to be an annual rate of £2,800. 

Since then, Ofgem has reduced the 
price cap review period to three 
months “to provide stability” and 
announced an October-December 
cap of £3,549, 

Projections from the likes of 
Cornwall Insights suggest that the 
next two cap reviews could take the 
figure up to over £6,600, but gas prices 
are so volatile that calculations can 
change within a matter of days. 

However, the threat of an 80% 
increase over the current 
price cap level (£1,971) bis 
from next month has 
prompted new Prime 
Minister, Liz Truss, to act. 

A two-year Energy Price 
Guarantee (EPG) will now 
be introduced from October 
1 set at an annual £2,500. 

This will apply on the 
same basis as the existing 
Ofgem cap, i.e. a limit on standing 
and unit charges for the various 
electricity and gas regions of England, 
Wales and Scotland. 

All households will also receive £400 
to help with bills, spread over six 
months from October. 

This will effectively create a price 
cap on an annualised basis of £1,700 
through to March 2023 and £2,500 
thereafter. In other words, there is still 
a big jump due in April 2023.

The Government says it will also 
support all business, charities and 
public sector organisations with their 
energy costs this winter, offering an 
equivalent guarantee for six months. 

After that period, further (unspeci- 
fied) support will be given to vulner- 
able industries, such as the hospitality 
sector. What the actual cost of all this 
will be and how it will be met are due

to be explained by the Chancellor in 
his fiscal statement later this month. 

But all we have so far is that the 
Government believes the measures 
will knock “up to 5%” off inflation, 
which will reduce the cost of inflation- 
linked debt. 

The additional Government debt 
needed to fund these measures is 
estimated at around £150billion and 
will sit on top of the current £2,388.1bn 
debt, potentially taking the debt/GDP 
ratio above 100%.

MARK SELBY'S dark days are 
behind him... or so he hopes. 

The four-time World snooker 
champion shocked the sport earlier 
this year when he announced he 
had issues with his mental health. 

On the baize, the 39-year-old is 
acknowledged as tough, gritty and 
uncompromising, in a sport where 
every shot carries pressure. 

But the mask didn't just slip back 
in January when he announced, via 
social media, that he was “not in a 
good place” - it shattered on the 
floor into 1,000 pieces. 

Scrape away the surface from this 
successful sportsman and Selby’s is 
a tale of heartache, triumphing 
against the odds in an unforgiving 
arena — but it’s also one that could 
have so easily ended in tragedy. 

Now, after six months’ treatment, 
he is on the mend. Or so he hopes. 

He said: “From where I was a few 
months ago, it’s like night and day. 

“I have been speaking to a 
psychiatrist for six months and his 
message was, ‘Look Mark, mental 
health issues don’t go away - you 
just learn to deal with it far better’. 

“When I spoke out, I wasn't 
dealing with it well. In fact, I wasn't 
dealing with any of it. 

“When I'm at the snooker table, 
I'm in control. 1 know how to handle 
my emotions. Away from it, I was 
anything but that. I thought itd 
blow over. It didn't. It just got worse. 

“L was playing, but going through 
the motions. Being beaten, and not 
eeling anything. I wasn't bothered. 
That's when I knew I was in trouble. 
“It was after the Masters in 
January. Id lost to Barry Hawkins in 
he quarters and I was in the hotel 
with my wife Vikki. She said to me 
hat on the day of the match she 
new I wasn't right, but didn't say 
anything because she wanted me to 
focus. 

“Afterwards in the hotel she said, 
‘I knew you couldn't win that. I 
knew from how you were talking 
and how you were within yourself’. 
“She was right. I didn't perform, I 
wasn't with it. I told her, T’'ve been 
feeling low for a while now’. And she 
said, ‘Why don't you do an interview 
and explain how you feel?’. 

“I didn't want to do it like that. I 
didn’t know how I wanted to do it 
- Id left it so long. 

“We were driving back the

thought, “You know what, I need 
help. I felt the easiest way of doing 
it was on Twitter, 

“I wouldn't have been brave 
enough to speak in public and do it 
without breaking down and looking 
amess. I didn’t want that. 

“I composed something, and as 
soon as I sent it everyone was 
coming back saying, “Well done, 
youve taken the first step: 

“Lknowit's a cliché, but it did feel 
like that weight had been lifted. 

“Before, at tournaments, if people 
asked if I was OK, Id reply: ‘Yeah, 
fine: I wasn't. As soon as Id go back 
to my room, Id lock myself in and 
Id be an absolute mess.’ 

Selby’s backstory perhaps partly 
explains the suffering, His mum left

home when he was eight years old. 
His dad died of cancer when he was 
16. It was more than tough. 

He said: “I grieved for a year when 
I lost Dad to cancer at 16. I didn't 
have a great relationship with my 
mum. I felt I couldn't go back into 
the house, knowing 
my dad wasn't there 
any more. So, I moved 
in with a friend. But 
for a year afterwards I 
wasnt playing any more. 

“L wasn't practising. I didn't want 
to compete in tournaments. I just 
wanted to curl up into a ball and 
hope everything would go away. To 
the point where, at one stage, I did

try to end my life a couple of times. 
My friend caught me once, having 
taken an overdose. 

“I thought, T’'ll take these tablets, 
fall asleep and that will be it? I was 
found.

“My friend said he 
knew I was grieving and 
told me to remember 
that my dad wouldn't 
want me to be like this. 
That hed want me to smile, play 
snooker and turn it around. Months 
and months down the line, I thought 
to myself, ‘Yeah, I'm going to do this: 

Dad's death had a huge effect on

me. I still don’t think I'm over it to 
this day. I used to go everywhere with 
him, playing snooker all around the 
country as a junior. 

“He died just before I turned pro. 
Every time I go to tournaments, I 
picture him there because that’s 
where he was before I turned pro” 

Snooker's stars will be out in force 
next week at the British Open. But it’s 
a bizarre existence, they co-exist and 
acknowledge one another but it’s 
dog-eat-dog once the balls are on 
their spots. However, Selby says if he 
hadn't come clean about his feelings, 
the ending might have been different. 

He said: “If I hadn't spoken out, I

said to Vikki, ‘I could do something 
silly here’. 
“And she said, “You can't do that -

Tadic: My 
fight with 
gun thugs

FORMER Southampton 
star Dusan Tadic was lucky 
to escape serious injury 
after fighting off 
gun-toting thieves who 
tried to rob him outside his 
house in Amsterdam. 

The Serbian winger, who 
is now the captain at Ajax, 
refused to surrender when 
armed thugs pounced on 
him as he returned froma 
local restaurant earlier 
this month. 

He decided not to inform 
his team-mates of the 
drama as they prepared to 
travel to meet Liverpool at 
Anfield in the Champions

But the 33-year-old has 
now spoken about the 
incident, which saw him 
pull a crash helmet off one 
of the robbers when they 
came to blows while his 
wife and three young 
children were inside. 

Tadic said: “I had been 
to dinner with a friend at 
an Italian restaurant, but, 
when | returned home, two 
men tried to attack me. 

“Although | was wearing 
a suit and shoes, | was 
faster, but then they 
grabbed their scooter and 
caught up with me. 

“The next minute, we 
were having a fight. By 
moving left and right, | 
drove them apart a little. | 
whacked their leader first. 

“The other one grabbed 
me from behind by my 
throat, but | was able to 
elbow him. 

“It's only in hindsight 
that you realise that things 
could have turned out very 
differently. But in the 
moment itself, you are full 
of adrenaline and go into 
battle. 

“Even though they had 
three firearms, | would 
never give up my pride.” 

Tadic confirmed that the 
protective tape he has 
been wearing during 
recent Ajax games is to 
protect his damaged 
knuckles. 

He added: “This happens 
too often - and not only to 
football players.”

THERE was a place at the World Cup 
finals at stake when England headed 
to Rome in October 1997. 

The Three Lions needed a draw to 
book a trip to France 1998 - while 
Italy knew a win would do for them. 

Glenn Hoddle had replaced Terry 
Venables as England manager and 
started his campaign with wins over 
Moldova, Poland and Georgia. 

Italy ended that run with a 1-0 
victory at Wembley. 

England were without David 
Seaman, Tony Adams and Teddy 
Sheringham that night, but what 
Hoddle described as “the spine of 
my team” was back for Rome. 

To the surprise of many, Hoddle 
gave the captain's arm band to Paul 
Ince rather than Adams - and Ince 
would go on to have “possibly the 
greatest moment of my career”. 

Ince and Paul Gascoigne were 
returning to where they had played 
club football for Inter Milan and 
Lazio, respectively, and, sensing 
Gazza was nervous, Hoddle told him, 
“It's only a game”.

The 70,000 fans in the Olympic 
Stadium thought it rather more than 
that and created a ferocious noise.

Ince forced a save from Italian 
keeper Angelo Peruzzi before 
leaving the pitch again midway 
through the second half for more 
stitches and a bandage after the 
wound reopened. 

England hearts were in mouths 
after Alessandro Del Piero took a 
tumble in the penalty area. 

The referee knew Adams had not 
touched him - and booked the Italian 
for diving. 

The best chance fell to lan Wright 
in injury time, but he could only 
hit the post - and Italy then 
counter-attacked. 

Hoddle recalled “30 
people on the Italian 
bench" jumping up, hoping 
to see Christian Vieri’s 
header go in.

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Former Wales assistant 
Verheijen said: “You don't have 
to be Einstein to understand 
that one week's preparation 
for a World Cup is too short. 

“The consequence is that 
games in the group phase will 
basically be the friendly games 
teams normally play in 
preparation — and then the 
tournament really starts in 
the knockout stage. 

“The last thing that 
coaching staff should do is try 
to squeeze in that one week 
what they would normally do 
in two to three weeks because 
that would mean they would 
overload their players, which 
will result in an accumulation 
of fatigue and injuries” 

Europes top five leagues 
tried to compensate for the 
enforced five-week break 
generated by this World Cup 


with a heavily concentrated 
pre-tournament fixture list. 
Players at an elite level face 
up to nine hours’ worth of 
added game time before they 
arrive in Qatar. 
On average, those called up 
to Southgate’s Three Lions 
squad will have to undergo six 
additional hours on the pitch 
alongside weekly training. 
Verheijen 
added: “If you 


play games 
while they are 
not fully recovered from the 
previous game, you are 
gradually exhausting the body 
of those players. 

“Besides the injury risk 
going up, gradually and 
systematically exhausting the 
body of players means you are 
shortening the careers of

those players. The things we 
are discussing are not 
subjective opinions, but 
objective facts. 

“The problem is that, in the 
football world, it is normal 
behaviour to disagree with 
objective facts” 

PFA chief executive Maheta 
Molongo has already warned 
that some players risk their 
careers being 
curtailed by the 
unrelenting 
demands of the 
current year- 
round football calendar. 

And Verheijen - who 
previously worked with clubs 
including Chelsea, 
Manchester City and 
Barcelona - admits that this 
endless churn of games will 
also carry a debilitating 
impact. He said: “What you 


see is that the Champions 
League teams, they play 
midweek games almost every 
week right up until the World 
Cup. 

“If you play Sunday- 
Wednesday-Sunday, it’s 
impossible to fully recover 
between those games. 

“That's scientifically proven, 
so, in terms of recovery, there 
is unfinished business. 

“When you accumulate 
fatigue over time, your 
nervous system becomes 
slower. 

“That means the signals 
from your brain to your 
muscles travel slower. 

“So, a slower nervous 
system has a negative result 
on performance and means 
that your injury risk will go up 
because your coordination 
will go down’

FARAGE GOT IT WRONG ON PREM... 
ITS SUCCESS IS DUE TO FAIRNESS 


ACCORDING to Nigel 
Farage, European football 
“would be nothing” without 
the contribution made by 
the English game. 

The odious buffoon made 
his claim when suggesting “we” 
should threaten to leave 
European competition because 
UEFA would not sanction the 
playing of the National Anthem 
ahead of Champions League 
and Europa League matches. 
UEFA got that wrong, 
unsurprisingly, but there is a 
roader point here. 

Farage (right) is not alone in 
overinflating the stature of 
English football and the 
Premier League, in particular. 
It has an irreplaceable role 
in the European and world 
game, but, then, so does 
Spanish football, German 
football, Italian football

competitions, the 


Premier League has provided 
the winners on five occasions. 

Of the last 20 Europa League 
competitions, the Premier 
League has provided the 
winners on three occasions. 

We are hardly the dominant 
force some people reckon us 
to be. 

But if you wanted to know 
why the Premier League IS such 
a compelling domestic product, 
then the distribution of prize 
money/TV money for the 
2021-22 season - published a 


few days ago - tells you why. 
Norwich City won five matches, 
lost 26 and conceded 84 goals 
— yet still earned in excess of 
£100million. 

There are many valid 
arguments as to why this is a 
bad thing. 

It encourages yo-yo clubs, it 
rewards failure and, most 
relevant, it distorts competition 
in the Championship, especially 
when parachute payments are 
taken into consideration. 

But these are outweighed by 
the importance of keeping 
English football's flagship 
competition as competitive as 
possible - at least in echelons 
below the super-powers. 

The remuneration system 


The buffoon is not alone 
in overinflating English 
football's stature and 


the Premier League’s 


means that all clubs get a basic, 
equal share of the TV deals - 
both domestic (£32m per club) 
and international (£49m per 
club) - and then a bit extra 
every time they are on 
television. 

There might be some in the 
boardrooms of the globally 
popular clubs that see this as 
unfair. 

After all, how many tuned in 
across the world to watch 
Liverpool and how many tuned 
in to watch Brighton last 
season? 

Liverpool, by the way, 
finished 41 points ahead of 
Brighton. 

Yet Brighton received £126m 
in Premier League payments — 
only £26m less than Liverpool 
banked. 

The guarantee of this sort of 
money to clubs, who are 
unlikely to compete at the very 
top, ensures that they are at 
least able to buy high-class 
players and fund their wages - 
hence making the overall 


spectacle more compelling. Not 
ALL clubs go down that route, 
but most do. 

Down the years, there have 
been times when the ‘Big Six’ 
have hinted at rebelling against 
this system. 
But, thankfully, under current 
regulations, it would require 
4 votes for a change to be 
made. 
And

Plus, the Big Six know, deep 
down, that it is the 
competitiveness of the ‘smaller’ 
clubs that is a major selling 
point of the league. 

Bizarrely, in a competition 
that is all about billions, all 
about riches, all about tycoons, 
all about money, it is a 
democratic - almost 
communistic - principle of 
wealth-sharing that underpins 
its success. 

The Premier League might 
not be as magnificent as some 
- including Farage - think.

MIKEL ARTETA has 
warned his Arsenal stars 
they will need to be ready 
for a battle with England 
new boy Ivan Toney today. 

The Brentford striker’s 
physicality played a big 
part in his side's shock 
victory over the Gunners 
at the start of last season.

PRINCE Harry paid tribute to his beloved 
grandmother on the Archewell website he 
shares with his wife Meghan, Duchess of 
Sussex. Following news of the Queen's 
death, Meghan and Harry changed the 
website to a black page with the words: 
“In loving memory of Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth 111926-2022." 

The couple, who moved to California in 
2020, were in London to attend the 
WellChild Awards, but pulled out of the 
event on Thursday lunchtime after 
Buckingham Palace announced the 
Queen's health had rapidly deteriorated. 

Prince Harry immediately made his way 
to Balmoral, where he joined his father 
King Charles, his brother Prince William, 
his uncles Princes Andrew and Edward 
and his aunt Princess Anne. 

In astonishing scenes, Harry and 
Meghan joined William and Kate to inspect 
a sea of floral tributes and to greet 
members of the public at Windsor Castle 
on Saturday. 

A spokesman said an invitation for the 
Windsor walk had been extended by 
William. It is hoped the reunion of the two 
couples could be a sign of reconciliation. 

Charles used his first address to the 
nation as King to express his “love for 
Harry and Meghan as they continue to 
build their lives overseas”. 

Now that Harry's father is King, royal 
rules say his children Archie, three, and 
Lilibet, one, can receive the titles of Prince 
and Princess, although it has not yet been 
confirmed if this will happen. 

Lilibet was given her name - the 
Queen's childhood nickname - as an 
affectionate tribute to her great gran.

s the UK continued its 10 

days of mourning, the Queen 

began the journey from

The Queen's coffin left Balmoral

It reached Edinburgh at 4pm, 
where it was taken to the Palace of 
Holyroodhouse, the official residence 
of Her Majesty The Queen in Scot- 
land.

On Tuesday, the coffin was flown 
at 6pm to RAF Northolt, accompa- 
nied by the Queen's only daughter, 
Princess Anne.
